Bishop of Limerick, Ardfert 
and Aghadoe in St. Mary’s Cathe- 
dral, Limerick, yesterday. Among 
the large congregation were many 
of the clergy of the United Diocese, 
while the Cathedral Chapter was 
fully represented. 

After Evensong the mandate for 
the enthronement was read by the 
Registrar, the Rev. 
son-Jones, .M.A., and the bishop, 
having made the. prescribed declara- 
tion, was formally enthroned 
and instailed by the Very Rev. 
G. S. Swain, Dean of Limerick. 

The Bishop, in the course of his 
address, said:—The ceremony in 
which we have shared to-day is of 
more than passing interest. It is 
the forging of another link in the 
long chain of history which joins 
the Lord Jesus of Galilee and Jeru- 
salem with the triumphant Christ of 
the glorious church of the future, 
when God will be all in all. It is 
no mere incident in an obscure cor- 
ner, Concerned with a particular per- 
gon. It is part of the life of the 
Church ufiiversal, spread throughout 
the world, The bis op is the pivot, 
the representative of the Church in 
the particular district. The en- 
thronement of a new bishop is the 
adding of a link in the chain of 
history. 

This is not the occasion to speak 
of worldly affairs. This land enjoys 
a peace which has its perils. The 
neutral “land or person is always 
gubject to the microbes of selfishness 
and liard-hearted indifference to the 
sorrows of others... The attack of 
these spiritual pests must be warded 
off zealously.
